RULAH was the 
top reigning Jungle Gueen (among 
TEGRA, ZEGRA, JUNGLE LIL and even 
DOROTHY LAMOUR!) at FOX COMICS 
in the 1940's, Fox was out to give 
Fiction House all the competition it 
could muster as Fiction House was the 
reigning "Good Gini" art house of that 
period. Oddly enough, Jerry Iger's art 
house supplied artwork to BOTH com- 
panies, Iger not being big on ethics 
Although Matt Baker never drew a 
RULAH story, the art (by artists un- 
known} was done in the popular "Baker 
style." One artist who worked on this 
Jungle Goddess was JACK KAMEN, 
who went on to greater fame at EC 
Comics. RULAH was a comtemporary 
of THE PHANTOM LADY. They both 
appeared in ALL TOP COMICSthough 
the Jungle Girl was always given the 
cover spot. RULAH first appeared in 
ZOOT COMICS No. 7 (June,'47) and
